New developments relating to 
the Salem School of Technology 
make the future site of the in­ 
stitute appear uncertain 


Three 
possibilities exist 
for 
the physical faeiity tor the two- 
year 
program of 
engineering 
technology 
whose 
home 
has 
been the northeast wing of the 
Senior High School 
Whatever course is taken will 
hear directly or indirectly upon 
the entire educational system of 
Salem. This effect would be felt 
particularly at the senior high 
school but the influence would 
subsequently filter down 
into 


the lower levels, even to the 
prim ary. 
Forces are pulling in two di 
rections: 


1. SST director Holland Cam­ 
eron is aiming at a new build­ 
ing on some tract of land in or 
near the city, at least 20 acres 
in size. enabling a pullout from 
the present quarters and rever­ 
sion of the space now used to 
to senior high purposes. 
2 
Supt. of Schools Paul E. 
Smith has put forward a tenta­ 
tive plan to convert part of the 
old but foundation-solid Fourth 
Street 
School 
building 
to a 
School of Technology headquar­ 


te rs. 
The third possibility Is that 
the status quo be maintained 
with the SST and Fourth St. 
School to continue as they are. 
For some time there has been 
public 
pressure 
from 
some 
quarters to oust the School of 
Technology in order to utilize 
the space for senior high stu­ 
dents as the structure was or 
igmally 
intended. 
The 
idea 
gained more fo rt' and reached 
a peak before the three levies 
and bond issue were voted on 
and defeated last November. 
M eantime, a move is under- 
¡foot to transfer the freshman 


class to thp Senior High from 
the Junior High with the ap­ 
proximately 1.200 students to be 
divided 
into two 
shifts 
Tim 
plan has been promoted by the 
adm inistration and has yet to 
be given the final “ green light" 
by the Board of Education. 


THE BOARD will act on this 
proposal Monday, Feb. 22, and 
if the plan is sanctioned 
res­ 
toring a four-year high school 
system, traditional in the city 
for years before the new high 
school was occupied in 1958 
a 
logjam of students equalling if

Within six weeks union con­ 
tracts begin to expire in

strategic rubber and aerospace 
installations across the land. 


THESE 
EXPIRATIONS

rich, Boeing, Douglas, N o r t h

Aviation, 
Martin- 
Marietta 
and 
Ling - Temco- 
Vought. 
Just how high the demands on 
these basic space, defense, in­ 
dustrial 
corporations 
will run 
won’t be known until after the 
Auto Union Aerospace Council 
m eets in San Diego Feb. 25 and 
26. 
Certainly since the Longshore­ 
men have already gotten hikes 
of 20 cents an hour and 
t h e 
Auto Workers won just about as 
much during long strikes last 
year, 
the 
Aerospace Workers 
will demand as much. 
Their 
leader 
is

U n i o n ' s 
hard - bargaining 
Leonard 
Woodcock 
who also

Lessons for GOP 


“Shat up, Grigsby, you're urowmng out the punch line.’”

I venture to recommend two 
books for careful reading by a 
number of Republican leaders: 
The national chairman, D e a n 
Burch, national chairm an-elect, 
Ray Bliss, congressional lead­ 
ers. Dirksen and Ford; Bob Wil­ 
son, chairman of the Republican 
Congressional Com m ittee, also 
Barry Goldwater and Richaid 
Nixon. 


The books are the political 
m em oirs of Lord Woolton and 
Lord Kilmuir. The latter was, 
before 
his 
elevation 
to 
the 
Woolsack. David Maxwell Fyfe. 
These two men, along with Win­ 
ston Churchill, were most re­ 
sponsible for the revival of the 
Conservative 
party 
from 
its 
crushing 
defeat 
in 
1945 
and 
for the momentum which kept 
it in office for 13 years. 


THE KILMUIR book was pub­ 
lished last year in England. It’s 
the story of how a great party 
which 
was 
almost obliterated 
learned the hard way to recov­ 
ery. 


The Conservative party had 
suffered great defeats b e fo r e- 
in 1830, 1846, 1880. and 1905. But 
the defeat in 1945 was not only 
unexpected; 
it was the 
most 
crushing of all. 


What made It the more re­ 
markable was that 
the party 
had held power < with a war cab­ 
inet that included m em bers of 
the opposition) during a war 
that ended in victory. 
At its 
head 
was 
the 
incomparable 
Churchill. 


The sweep of Labor w as over­ 
whelming. Five Cabinet m em ­ 
bers lost 
their 
seats 
in 
the 
House of Commons, along with 
26 junior m inisters. Other fa­ 
mous political leaders were de­ 
feated. som e never to return 
to public life. 
For a tim e, the thinned Con­ 
servative benches were silent, 
stunned and bewildered. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
new 
Labor 
m em bers, many of whom were 
previously 
unknown to White­ 
hall, were in a hilarious mood. 
Those new m embers descend­ 
ed upon Whitehall like conquer 
and freely demonstrated their 
contempt for traditional amen­ 
ities. 
One Conservative, 
according 
to Kilmuir, said, “Just like a 
crowd of damned constituents.” 
lead ing Labor m inisters such 
as Aneurin Bevan made free to 
taunt 
even 
the 
redoubtable 
Churchill. One of them said that 
Churchill 
was 
“ afraid 
to de­ 
bate.” 


THE ANSWER was, ” W h y 


should I be afraid? I can as­ 
sure the right honorable gentle­ 
man 
that the spectacle of a 
number of middle-aged gentle­ 
men being in a state of up­ 
roar and fury is quite exhilarat­ 
ing to m e." 
The exchanges in the years 
that followed in the House of 
Commons should remind Amer­ 
icans that our 1964 cam paign 
was 
really 
a 
restrained 
per­ 
formance. 
On 
one 
occasion 
Churchill said that 
the Parli­ 
am entary leader, Herbert Mor­ 
rison , 
was 
“ a 
curious 
m ix­ 
ture of geniality and venom. 
“ On another occasion C.iurcn- 
ill called Bevan the “ Minister 
of Ill-Health.” Bevan, minister 
of 
health 
and 
housing, 
com ­ 
plained to the speaker. Churchill 
amended 
his 
characterization 
to “ Minister of D isease.” 
During the year following the 
defeat. Churchill realized that 
he had never considered party 
organization as a factor in poli­ 
tics. He had never had chief 
party 
responsibility 
in 
peace­ 
tim e. 
He called Lord Woolton back 
to public life and m ade him 
chairm an of the party. Wool­ 
ton, who until the war had been 
director of a great retail store 
chain and never a 
politician, 
took hold 
He sim ply applied 
e rules of business salesm an­ 
ship to party rebuilding. 


WOOLTON then m ade David 
Maxwell 
Fyfe chairm an of a 
com m ittee 
on 
organization. 
This presented the famous Max­ 
well Fyfe Report, which would 
be excellent reading for every 
American 
state 
chairm an 
in 
1965. 
It 
developed 
plans 
for 
fi­ 
nances, for the local and central 
organizations of the party, for 
the role of the annual party 
conferences, and the selection 
of candidates. 
Most important w as the re­ 
cruiting of “ agents" or m an­ 
agers, one for each constituen­ 
cy — a full-time, paid, profes­ 
sional organizer. 
With these preparations and 
with a vast public disillusion­ 
ment because of the blunders 
of the Labor governm ent, there 
cam e 
the general election of 
1950. 
When that election was 
called, the Conservatives had es­ 
tablished 
527 
constituency 
agents. Labor had only 279. And 
that 
was the decisive differ­ 
ence. The huge Labor majority 
was reduced to 17. 
While Labor increased its pop­ 
ular vote by lVfc million, the 
Conservatives 
polled 
2Vi 
m il­ 
lion 
more than in 
1945.

With this narrow margin, the 
Attlee governm ent staggered on 
for 18 months. Then the Con­ 
servatives took over and held 
power until October, 1964. But 
now the great strength of the

True,

House

Snoopers

A House subcommittee inves­ 
tigating government snooping if 
itudying evidence 
that, on 
a 
tingle 
day 
recently, 
federal 
agencies were secretly combing 
through the trash of 50 unsus­ 
pecting residents of the nation’s 
capital 
The subcommittee staff has 
learned that on one random day 
last October, the post office was 
watching the mai! of 619 per­ 
sons «cross the nation, and do­ 
ing so at the request of "other 
agencies" in 172 of these cases. 
fhe Post Office Department 
has assured the House prober* 
that these “ mail covers” mean 
that return a d d r e s s e s , post­ 
m arks and class of mail is noted 
in each case but that envelopes 
•re not opened or the contents 
examined. 
Nevertheless. Rep. Cornelius 
E. Gallagher. D-N.J.. chairman 
of the House Special 
Govern­ 
ment Operations subcommittee 
wants to outlaw the practice ex­ 
cept under court order. 


“ 1 believe.” 
he 
says, 
“ the 
present procedure by the post 
office is shocking and is the type 
of 
government activity 
which 
normally would be found in a 
police state.” 


TRASH BUGGING and mail- 
watching are only two aspect* 
of government invasion of in­ 
dividual p r i v a c y which th* 
House unit is investigating. 


It also plans to probe the use 
of electronic eavesdropping de­ 
vices. the confidentiality of fed­ 
eral tax returns, psychological 
testing of applicants for gov­ 
ernment jobs, the use ot peep­ 
holes in restrooms, the hiring of 
p r i v a t e 
America 
detective 
agencies by f o r e i g n govern­ 
ments and a 
host of related 
spooky subjects. 
In the Senate, a sim ilar in­ 
vestigation will be conducted by 
a subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Edward V. 
Long, D-Mo. The 
House unit was 
created 
last 
August. It isn’t yet formally re­ 
constituted 
by 
the 
new 
Con­ 
gress. but staff work has con­ 
tinued in anticipation of hear­ 
ings that could open as early 
as next month. 
"We have become a nation of 
snoopers 
— 
public 
and 
pri­ 
vate,” says Gallagher. The 43- 
year-old congressm an from Jer­ 
sey City conducted a probe of 
govem m et use of lie detectors 
last year. That gave rise to the 
new, broader investigation. 


GALLAGHER, whose district 
includes the Statute of Liberty 
on Bedloes Island, is disturbed 
over what he sees as the in­ 
creasing trend toward govern­ 
ment intrusion into the personal 
life of the individual. 
“ If it keeps up.” he said in 
an 
interview, 
“ the 
average 
American home, instead of hav­ 
ing a playroom will have a san­ 
itized room like those used for 
conversation in American Em­

Allegations of trash-bugging in

attention last September when

Sanitation Department (in itself 
a federal agency like all Dis­ 
trict of Columbia agencies) was 
snooping 
through 
the

ily trash. 
The lady in the case said she 
had misplaced a diary; 
when 
she called

sanitation de­ 
partment she allegedly was told 
that, as a matter of fact, the 
department had four sacks of 
her trash on hand, which had 
been especially segregated. 
THE GALLAGHER 
subcom­ 
mittee staff has been question­ 
ing trash collectors on its own, 
and it has been told that trash 
is in fact segregated and picked 
up by the federal investigative 
agency that requests the trash 
“ cover."
